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Cops shoot alleged robber

A male suspect was clinging 
to life Tuesday night after 
being shot multiple times 
by two police officers during 
an alleged armed robbery in 
south Edmonton. 

Edmonton Police Services 
(EPS) responded to a report of 
an armed robbery just before 
2 p.m. Tuesday at a Canadian 
Western Bank at 21 Avenue 
and 99 Street within South 
Edmonton Common, said EPS 
Deputy Chief Brian Simpson. 

The incident is being in¬ 
vestigated by both the EPS

and Alberta Serious Incident 
Response Team (ASIRT). 

An adult male in his mid- 
20s was struck “numerous” 
times by two uniformed 
members of the EPS, said 
ASIRT executive director Clif¬ 
ton Purvis. 

“We are dealing with one 
affected person and numer¬ 
ous civilian witnesses who 
were in the bank and out¬ 
side the bank at the time 
the shots were fired,” said 
Purvis, on scene late Tuesday 
afternoon. 

EMS treated and trans¬ 
ported the victim to an area 
hospital, in what was later 
described by police as “life- 
threatening condition.” 

“Thankfully none of our 
EPS members or customers 
or employees were injured in 
this event,” Simpson said. 

At the scene, patrol cars 
were still scattered through¬ 
out the area late Tuesday 
afternoon and police tape 
lined the scene, but few shop¬ 
pers were witnesses to the 
event. 

The bank is in a complex 
with several restaurants and 
retail stores including a Part 
Source, diet clinic and a toy 
store. 

EPS will provide an update 
when further details come in 
on the alleged attempted rob- 
beiy.

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Police 
budget. 
Councillors 
reject $6.5M 
request 

City councillors rejected a 
request for $6.5 million in 
additional funding for the 
Edmonton Police Service, 
drawing a line in the sand, 
saying the province needs 
to cough up more cash. 

“We have given the 
police tremendous support 
over a number of years, but 
some years you have to say 
‘wait a minute and slow 
down,’” said Mayor Stephen 
Mandel. 

Coun. Tony Caterina 
pushed for the funding and 
said it fundamentally repre¬ 
sented a need for the city. 

“I trust the chief and 
the commission to come 
forward with absolutely 
what the requirement is,” 
he said. 

Most councillors ex¬ 
pressed support for police, 
but were concerned the 
province should be paying 
more, including the higher 
costs of transferring prison¬ 
ers to the new Edmonton 
Remand Centre on the 
north edge of the city. 

Mandel said he intends 
to raise these issues with 
the province, because they 
need to be involved. 

“We have the best police 
chief in the country, every¬ 
one has said that and I 
think we have to work with 
the province to have them 
step up,” he said. 

Police Chief Rod Knecht 
said he understands coun¬ 
cil’s frustration about fund¬ 
ing from other levels of 
government, but his focus 
is the department. 

“1 am caught in the mid¬ 
dle; at the end of the day 
I have to deliver a service 
despite where the funding 
comes from.” 

He said Edmonton would 
remain a safe city, despite 
the financial challenges.

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Tax hike of 333% 
gets council’s OK 


Debate. Final budget 
will cost average 
homeowner $6o a year

Edmonton city council 
passed a budget with a 
3.33 per cent tax increase 
as marathon budget talks 
came to an end Tuesday 
night. 

The average Edmonton 
home is valued at $357,000 
and that home would see a 
$60 increase in their muni¬ 
cipal taxes under the new 
budget. 

The overall tax bill would 
be $1,850 per year, or $154 


per month. 

When council began de¬ 
liberations, the increase 
was pegged at 5.5 per cent, 
or $98 on the average home. 

The budget was not uni¬ 
versally endorsed, with 
councillors on both sides of 
the debate voting against it. 

Coun. Amarjeet Sohi 
voted against the budget 
because he said it didn’t im¬ 
prove important services, 
while raising user fees. 

“This budget is falling 
in short in meeting some 
of the core service needs of 
some of the Edmontonians 1 
represent,” he said. 

Sohi said decisions on 
increases to transit fares 
and recreation centres were 
really disappointing. 

“This is a very punitive 


budget for those who can 
least afford it,” he said. 

Coun. Kerry Diotte, who 
lost four separate motions 
to cut overtime, hosting, 
printing and consulting ex¬ 
penses, said council could 
have done much more. 

“I believe this year that 
we missed an opportunity. 
I believe we missed an op¬ 
portunity to bring in a zero 
increase,” he said. 

Mayor Stephen Mandel 
said this budget was a com¬ 
promise for citizens who 
needed tax relief. 

“I heard from many, 
many citizens that you 
have done a good job, but 
slow down with the tax in¬ 
crease,” he said. 

Mandel said the budget 
tried to do everything it

U of A research may pave way 
for Alzheimer’s treatment 


Science. A drug 
intended for diabetes 
appears to restore 
memory in animal 
brain cells during 
laboratory testing

Researchers at the Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta have made 
a key discovery in the fight 
against a disease that dir¬ 
ectly or indirectly impacts 
an estimated one in six Al¬ 
bertans. 

“Alzheimer’s disease is 
a complex condition,” said 
Jack Jhamandas, a research¬ 
er with the faculty of medi¬ 
cine and dentistry at the U 
of A. 

After more than two 
years of hard work, Jhaman¬ 
das and his teammates, in¬ 
cluding a scientist visiting 
from Japan, have discov¬ 
ered that a drug originally 
intended for diabetes ap¬ 
pears to restore memory in 
Alzheimer’s brain cells. 

When the drug, which 
never made it to market 
and is known as AC253, 
was given to animal brain

cells with Alzheimer’s and 
shock memory tests were 
done, memory was restored 
to levels similar to those in 
normal cells. 

The research could pave 
the way for potential treat¬ 
ment of Alzheimer’s dis¬ 
ease, said Jhamandas. 

“I don’t think I or any 
other brain scientist or 
neurologist is under the il¬ 
lusion that one treatment 
or one approach is going to 
solve this rather complex 
riddle,” said Jhamandas. 

“But I’m optimistic that 
our approach is an import¬ 
ant step in trying to iden¬ 
tify a potential treatment 
in a condition where none 
really exists.”

Healthcare. 
Premier’s 
sister denies 
knowledge of 
queue-jumping 

The sister of Premier Alison 
Bedford says she has never 
pulled strings to help some¬ 
one get faster or better 
health-care treatment. 

“I’ve not been involved 
in adjusting wait lists of 
any sort, nor have I been 
involved in expediting 
access for anyone,” Lynn 
Bedford testified Tuesday 
before an inquiry looking 
into alleged queue-jumping 
for well-connected Alber¬ 
tans. 

Bedford was testifying 
about her time as director 
of government relations at 
the Calgary health region 
before it and all other 
health regions were folded 
into the Alberta Health Ser¬ 
vices superboard in 2009. 

She told inquiry lawyer 
Jason Wilkins she never 
received requests from 
politicians or anyone else 
to deliver fast-track care for 
prominent people. 

Bedford also said she 
didn’t know of anyone else 
who has received or facili¬ 
tated faster care. 

Earlier Tuesday, former 
health minister Ron Liepert 
testified he had heard 
media reports of queue¬ 
jumping when he served 
in the job for almost two 
years starting in the spring 
of 2008.

Brandon Evans said to his 
iPhone, “Siri, let there be 
light.” 

And there was light, even 
though Siri shouldn’t normally 
have imderstood what Evans 
said. 

But the second-year com¬ 
puter-engineering student at 
the University of Alberta is 
able to control the lights in his 
house with his voice by using 
a SiriProxy, a special network- 
enabled light pack and his 
iPhone. 

“I just thought, ‘Why not?’ 
It probably came a little bit 
out of laziness. You’re on the 
couch and have the phone 
with you — to get up and turn 
off the lights is a minor hassle. 


Painstaking process 


“At times, I found it 
difficult to get it set 
up. It’s a fragile setup. 
You have to have a fair 
amount of familiarity 
with the system.” 

Brandon Evans, creator of SiriProxy Hue 

It’s nice to be able to tell your 
phone to do it for you,” he said. 

To demonstrate the hack, 
Evans created a video that has 
received nearly 90,000 hits 
from Apple and tech blogs. 

But it’s not easy making 
apps compatible with Siri, 
Apple’s voice-command soft¬ 
ware, so Evans had to use a 
proxy as a workaround. He de¬ 
tails the process further on his 
website. Basically, the proxy 
listens in on the voice com¬ 
mands he gives to Siri and sub¬ 
stitutes the correct action from 
his custom hst. 

It took Evans about six 
hours to get the system up and 
running.

Stolen iPhone’s 
app captures 
cdleged thief

It’s a cool app that may catch a 
sticl^-fmgered iPhone thief in 
Britain. 

A woman is wanted for 
questioning after she unwit¬ 
tingly took a picture of herself 
with a stolen iPhone. 

Pohce in Sussex have re¬ 
leased a photo of the woman. 
They aren’t calling her a culprit 
yet. 

“We don’t know that the 
woman is the person who stole 
the camera, but she obviously 
has had some connection with 
it in the meantime and I’d hke 
to speak to her about it,” Sus¬ 
sex ofiicer Gavin Crute said in 
a news release. 

The phone had been stolen 
from the Coahtion nightclub 
in Brighton, East Sussex, this 
month. 

The photo was taken from a 
different location. 

The owner had an app in¬ 
stalled that takes a picture of 
anyone frying to unlock the 


phone and then sends the in¬ 
formation back to the owner 
via email. 

The app, identified by some 
media outlets to be IGotYa, is 
not available from the ofiicial 
Apple store. The camera is acti¬ 
vated when a wrong password 
is entered on the keypad. 

Grute said that not only does 
the app photograph someone 
frying to unlock the phone, but 


it maps their location. 

“We know where and when 
the photo was taken and it ap¬ 
pears to be in a vehicle wi& 
quite a large sunroof,” Grute 
said. 

Apple has a free app called 
Find my iPhone, which shows 
a stolen phone’s approximate 
location. It does not, however, 
take a picture.

Defiant move. North Korea 
launches rocket in face of 
global condemnation 


North Korea defied inter¬ 
national warnings and fired a 
long-range rocket on Wednes¬ 
day, the second launch under 
its new leader and a clear sign 
Pyongyang is pushing forward 
with its quest to develop the 
technology needed to deliver 
a nuclear warhead. 

Pyongyang’s state media 
quickly claimed that the 
country had successfully put 
a peaceful satellite into orbit 
with its long-range Unha-3 
rocket — the North’s stated 
goal of the launch. But South 
Korea and Japan said they 
couldn’t immediately confirm 
that. 

The launch was something 
of a surprise, as North Korea 
had indicated technical prob¬ 
lems with the rocket and 
recently extended its launch 
window to Dec. 29. 

A rocket expert said North 
Korea’s rocket appeared to 
have improved on an April 
launch, which broke apart 
shortly after liftoff, but that it 



might be a day before U.S. offi¬ 
cials could determine whether 
a North Korean satellite was 
circling the Earth. 

The United Nations, Wash¬ 
ington, Seoul and others see 
the launch as a cover for a test 
of technology for missiles that 
could be used to strike the 
United States.

It would be tempting to think 
the words sequel and prequel 
are the creation of Holl37wood 
marketers looking for new 
ways to describe old ideas. 
But the notion of a prequel, 
a movie that provides the 
backstory of an existing story, 
like this weekend’s The Hob¬ 
bit: An Unexpected Journey, 
is not a Tinsel Town contriv¬ 
ance. 

The first prequel appeared 
in the late 7th century BCE. 
The C37pria, an epic of an¬ 
cient Greek literature, is the 
story of the origins of the 
Trojan War and serves as an 
introduction to the Iliad even 
though it was written after 
the Homer epic was already 
in print. 

The word prequel first ap¬ 
peared in 1958 in an article 



in The Magazine of Fantasy 
& Science Fiction but didn’t 
catch on until it was used to 
describe Butch and Sundance: 
The Early Days in 1979. 

The Star Wars New Hope 
trilogy are the most famous 
movie prequels, but Holly¬ 
wood has been looking back 


to extend the lives of their 
franchises for decades. 

The 1966 Clint Eastwood 
spaghetti western The Good, 
TTie Bad, and The Ugly, the 
final film of the Man With No 
Name trilogy, is a prequel to 
A Fistful of Dollars and For A 
Few Dollars More. 


It wasn’t billed as such, but 
by the time Eastwood assem¬ 
bles his iconic poncho outfit 
(which he wore in all three 
movies without replacement 
or cleaning) it’s obvious we 
are at the beginning of his 
journey, not the end. 

The title of another movie 


was more obvious about its 
origins. 

The Texas Chainsaw Mas¬ 
sacre: The Beginning is the 
story of the roots of Leather- 
face, the human-skin-mask- 
wearing baddie of the ori¬ 
ginal film. There’s all the 
cannibalism and murder you

expect from a Texas Chain¬ 
saw movie, but the grisly 
birth scene kicks it up to an¬ 
other level. 

Escape from the Planet 
of the Apes, the third of five 
films in the original Apes 
series, came after the Earth 
was destroyed by a nuclear 
blast in the second movie. 
To keep the franchise alive, 
a story was created that saw 
apes travelling back in time 
which sounds forced but Var¬ 
iety called it “an excellent 
film, almost as good as the 
original Planet of the Apes.” 

The Godfather Part II man¬ 
ages to be both a prequel and 
a sequel at the same time. 
Flipping between the past 
and present, it’s a powerful 
story of one family’s descent 
into corruption.

Disney. Fans of 
Florida's park have a 
new section to explore 
with the site's largest 
expansion in its history 


Derrick Weitlich and his friend 
Leslie Martinez arrived at the 
Magic Kingdom at 5:40 a.m. last 
Thursday, wanting to be among 
the first to visit the park’s New 
Fantasyland. 

Getting up early was worth 
it, said these Melbourne, Fla., 
Disney fans, who estimated 
that they have visited the park 
some 180 times. 

“I love Beauty and the 


Beast,” said Martinez, while 
standing in front of the new 
Gaston’s Tavern restaurant. 
“And I’m very picky when it 
comes to details about Beauty 
and the Beast.” 

Martinez and Weithch 
weren’t disappointed. From the 
antlers lining the walls in the 
tavern to the animatronic Ariel 
in the Under the Sea-Joumey of 
the Little Mermaid ride, they 
were impressed with the New 
Fantasyland. 

It’s the largest expansion 
project in the park’s 41-year 
histoiy. The new spaces are 
built on what was once the site 
of the 20,000 Leagues Under 
the Sea experience, and the ex¬ 
pansion doubles the size of the 
original Fantasyland. 


Tradition lives on 


For Disney traditional¬ 
ists, never fear. Many of 
the park’s longstanding 
beloved attractions like 
Cinderella Castle, and rides 
based on It’s a Small World 
and The Many Adventures 
of Winnie the Pooh, remain 
open. 


The central Florida theme 
park near Orlando is blending 
classic Disney characters (like 
Dumbo, the flying elephant) 
and newer, popular hits (like 
The Little Mermaid) with the 
multimillion doUar expansion. 

“It’s really about immersing 
people in a number of stories, 
characters and music that they 
love,” said Walt Disney Parks 
and Resorts Ghairman Tom 
Staggs. 

New Fantasyland sits just 
past Ginderella Gastle, with 
two sections: Enchanted Forest, 
where visitors will find Belle 
from Beauty and the Beast and 
Ariel from The Little Mermaid, 
and Stoiybook Gircus, which 
is inspired by the Disney film 
Dumbo. Among the highlights: 
A ride called Under the Sea — 
Journey of the Little Mermaid, 
which tells Ariel’s stoiy, and 


Enchanted Tales With Belle, a 
walk-through experience that 
features a magical mirror and 
costumed characters. Staggs 
said that the expansion allows 
families to “be a little more re¬ 
laxed” while in the park, calling 


the spaces “more enjoyable.” 

Thursday’s grand open¬ 
ing happened twice: Once for 
media and bloggers in front 
of Gaston’s Tavern and then 
again on the steps of Cinder¬ 
ella Castle, with cheering park 


visitors. Staggs was joined by 
actress Ginrufer Goodwin, sing¬ 
er Jordin Sparks and, of course, 
Mickey Mouse. Sparks sang a 
medley of songs from Disney 
movies.

Michael Bennett is an occasional gift card 
giver. 

“I sometimes give them as thank 
you gifts or stocking stuffers,” says the 
Guelph, Ont., man. “They’re convenient 
and easy to give. The downside of them 
is they’re easy to rely on them rather 
than discovering what someone likes and 
choosing a gift they would appreciate.” 

What is it about gift cards that we love 
so much? Is it the fact that we can buy 
them virtually anywhere? At a variety of 
price points in a variety of outlets? 

“People generally know what type of 
store their friends or kids like to shop at,” 
says Frances Ho, founder of Canadian site 
cardswap.ca. “However, they don’t know 
specifically what sweater they prefer or 
the right pair of jeans. People are very 
particular about those things. It’s just 
easier to give a card to a store they know 


they’re going to enjoy.” 

While Ho believes it’s more socially 
acceptable to give gift cards, she does 
believe it makes a differenee in how you 
present it as a gift. 

‘If you combine a gift card with a 
really nice written message in the card, or 
wrapping it in a big box, it’s really the ef¬ 
fort that counts. Then it still has a warmth 
to it,” she says. 

They are also a nice way to give some¬ 
thing to a gift that’s too pricey. 

“That’s another benefit — if they’re 
saving up for a larger item and the person 
can’t afford to give you the large item, but 
they can give you a gift card towards,” 

Ho says. 

Gift cards do have their drawbacks, of 
course. Some come with expiry dates for 
example. 

“And a lot of people tend to spend 



more money when they spend their gift 
cards because they treat it like it’s free 
cash. And then they end up spending 
more than they actually budgeted for,” 
Ho says. 

However, you can make your gift 
card dollar stretch by watching for 
sales or deals — buy a gift card and 
pick up a gift for yourself for free, 
for example.

“We see a

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Forget carrying around that giant deck of gift cards in 
your wallet — many companies are taking their plastic 
cash mobile.

“Physical gift cards are a problem for many 
people, they put them on the shelf, forget 
to use them,” says Dr. Tom Keenan, 
adjunct professor in the depart¬ 
ment of computer science at the 
University of Calgary.

Gone are the days where you would get a gift card 
and hold on to that piece of flimsy paper like it was 
cash. 

Over the last few years, shoppers have seen major¬ 
ity of stores move over to the plastic, reusable swipe 
cards and now many places are moving their gift cards 
to mobile devices. 

Starbucks is among the most popular when it comes 
to mobile gift card technology. No longer do you have 
to dig around looking for that plastic reloadable gift 
card — it is as simple as tapping an app on your smart¬ 
phone and scanning for your purchase. 


Sending a gift card to the coffee lover on your list is 
just as easy as well. Forget stepping foot and waiting 
in those long lines when you can go online and have 
the gift sent directly to someone’s email inbox. 

“This means less junk in your wallet, less chance of 
losing them or having them stolen,” Keenan says. 

iPhone users may also find a new app 
to keep these cards organized on their 
device. Passbook allows you to keep 
track of all your gift cards in one place.

• 150 grams whole uchuva (cape 
gooseberries) 

• 150 ml water 

• 150 g sugar 

• 360 ml gin 

• 540 ml sparkling wine, cold 

• 18 uchuvas, for muddling 

• 24 mint leaves, for muddling 

• 220 grams of ice 

• Mint sprigs, for garnish 

To make syrup, combine 
sugar and water in sauce¬ 
pan and cook over medium 
heat until sugar completely 
dissolves. Cool syrup in 
freezer. Combine uchuvas 
and syrup in blender and 
process on high 1 min. Pass 
mix through fine mesh 
strainer and discard solids.

A very Colombian Christmas 


Although many Canadian fam- 
ihes have classic traditions for 
this time of year, it can be fun 
to spice things up with recipes 
from international hot spots.

For the pork: 

• Pork tenderloin, cleaned 

• Salt and black pepper 

• 30 ml sunflower or grape 
seed oil 

• 60 g butter 

• 100 g uchuva, sliced 

• 12 g thyme 

• 8 garlic cloves 

• 12 uchuvas, thinly sliced for 
garnish

The “cape gooseberry,” com¬ 
monly known in Colombia as 
uchuva, can be foimd in local 
grocery stores. 

1 . Preheat the oven to 400 F

uchuva pesto and set aside. 

3 . Slice the pork tenderloin 
into 6 portions and season with 
salt and black pepper. 

4 . Heat a heavy oven-proof 
skillet on high heat for 2 min¬ 
utes and add half of the oil. Sear 
3 portions of tenderloin and 
cook imtil brown on one side. 
Turn to sear the other side and 
add half of the sliced uchuvas. 


butter, thyme and garhc and 
allow the butter to melt com¬ 
pletely in the pan. 

5 . Lower the heat to low. Tilt¬ 
ing the pan forward, cover the 
tenderloins with the butter- 
uchuva mixture for 2 minutes. 
Place on a plate, clean skillet 
and repeat cooking procedure 
for the other portions of meat. 

6 . Place the first three portions 


back on the skillet and place 
in the oven.

down the sides of the bowl.

What’s your school-to-work 
transition story? 

While pursuing my imder- 
graduate degree at the 
University of Toronto, I 
studied political science with 
an emphasis on human rights 
and international develop¬ 
ment.

Outside of work, 
I like to pursue other interests 
that not only appeal to me 
but also give me an additional 
skill set to include on resu¬ 


mes and applications. I write 
articles for TalentEgg and, 
additionally, I am beginning 
French courses in January 
in order to receive a certifi¬ 
cate in french proficiency. 
Although I currently have a 
job, I do not want to prevent 
myself from continuing to 
learn more and develop my 
skills. 


My recommendations for 
employers, career centres 
and schools 

When it comes to campus 
career centres and their 
related programs, it is import¬ 
ant to be well-advertised and 
easily accessible. Students are 
busy with classes and extra- 
curriculars, so having flexible 


hours is imperative. Secondly, 
many programs at schools 
aren’t given the exposure they 
deserve. Often students are 
bombarded with information 
in their first year, however 
by the time fourth year rolls 
aroimd and the job search 
becomes more intense, these 
programs are long forgot¬ 
ten about. When students 
approach their final years of 
education, universities and col¬ 
leges should remind them that 
there is plenty of guidance and 
resources available. 

My advice for students and 
recent graduates 

• Get involved: As a student, it 
is important to think beyond 
essays and exams, and also 
take the time to get involved 
in your community. I person¬ 
ally foimd extra-curricular ac¬ 
tivities and volimteering to be 
extremely beneficial — both 
when it came to developing 
new skills as well as seeking 
employment. 

• The importance of 
networking: The job market 
is competitive. Learning to 
write an impressive resume is 
a great skill, however a piece 
of paper can only go so far. For 
me, networking has been the 
most effective means of both 
connecting with people with 


similar interests and landing 
new jobs. 

• Don’t imderestimate your 
skills: Take a chance when 
it comes to your job applica¬ 
tions. Often students and 
recent graduates feel either 
imder- or over-qualified for 
certain positions. 

• Don’t imderestimate the ex¬ 
periences you have: Although 
you may be a recent graduate, 
your education, community 
involvement and past jobs 

all culminate to make you an 
excellent applicant. When 
applying for jobs you feel 
under-qualified for, keep in 
mind that the worst that can 
happen is being rejected. 

• Don’t overlook great 
opportunities: If I thought that 
being one of “those people on 
the street with the binders” 
was somehow beneath me, I 
wouldn’t have been given the 
opportunity to work within 
the recruitment department. 
To grow with a company, it 

is important to start small 
and work your way up. It is 
only logic^. You must learn 
the very basics if you want to 
eventually build on that and 
take on a more advanced role.

In a sharp rebuke to his suc¬ 
cessor’s handling of the NFL’s 
boimty investigation, former 
commissioner Paul Tagliabue 
overturned the suspensions of 
four current and former New 
Orleans Saints players in a case 
that has preoccupied the league 
for almost a year. 

Tagliabue, who was ap¬ 
pointed by commissioner 
Roger Goodell to handle the 
appeals, still foimd that three 
of the players engaged in con¬ 
duct detrimental to the league. 
He said they participated in 
a performance pool that re¬ 
warded key plays — including 
hard tackles — tot could merit 
fines. But he stressed that the

“My afiirmation of commis¬ 
sioner GoodeU’s findings could 
certainly justify the issuance 
of fines. However, this entire 
case has been contaminated by 
the coaches and others in the 
Saints’ organization,” the rul¬ 
ing said.

Common Issues 


Have the brakes inspected, 
asking the mechanic to pay 
extra attention to the rear 
brakes for signs of excessive 
or uneven wear, or rust. Any 
unwelcomed noises, resist¬ 
ance or a ‘notchy’ feeling to 
the steering as you turn the 
steering from lock to lock 
could indicate a problem 
with the steering rack.

Motorcycle show big on the small

I wouldn’t say there is any¬ 
thing wrong with an out¬ 
rageously loud and over¬ 
powered Orange County 
chopper, especially to the 
weathered face and tat¬ 
tooed biceps of a large per¬ 
son who just got off such a 
bike in the parking lot. But 
bigger motorbikes are just 
not my style. 

1 love small motorcycles. 
They’re fun to ride and easy 
to own. And I’m in the styl¬ 
ing camp that gravitates to 


great proportions above all 
else, SO to me, overall size 
has very little to do with the 
visual impact and/or appeal 
of any given bike or car. 

So I was thrilled to see 
SO many neat and smallish 
rides on the show floor of 
last weekend’s motorcycle 
show in Toronto. 

This is the show run 
by the manufacturers, via 
its Motorcycle and Moped 
Industry Council (MMIC). 
After Toronto, the MMIC 
show makes stops in 
Calgary, Edmonton, Van¬ 
couver, Quebec, Moncton 
and Montreal. (Check local 
listings for dates and 
venues). 

At last year’s show, for 
example, you wouldn’t 
have seen the new Su¬ 
zuki GW250, or Honda’s 
new CB500 line (CB500F, 


CB500X, CBR500R). Hon¬ 

da suddenly has a very 
attractive and logical pro¬ 
gression of street bikes, in 
125-cc, 250-cc and 500-cc 
formats. 

“People want an afford¬ 
able entry level motorcycle. 
That’s where the market is 
going right now,” said Dave 
Hawson, director of sales 
and marketing for Suzuki 
Canada’s motorcycle, ATV 
and marine division. 

Hawson added that a 
lot of the “affordability” of 
smaller bikes manifests it¬ 
self in the insurance end, 
especially for younger and/ 
or newer riders. 

He’s dead right. My small 
phone survey to brokers re¬ 
vealed that an 18-year-old 
looking to insure a 600-cc 
sportbike in the GTA would 
be looking at premiums of 


Market trend

On what the average recession-hit 
motorbike customer is looking for these 
days 

about $3,500 to $4,000 and 
beyond. By contrast, that 
same 18-year-old rider could 
insure a 250-cc bike in the 
GTA for $1,500 to $2,000 — 
basically half the price. 

At the show I ran into 
Dave Mackenzie of Motor- 
sports Canada, which im¬ 
ports the Wolf Classic 150 


— a Honda Rebel knockoff 
with a 150-cc engine. He 
felt that up until a few years 
ago, the Canadian mar¬ 
ket was “starved” of small 
motorcycles. 

He believed the big 
brands shied away from 
them here in North Amer¬ 
ica, because there was 
simply more money to be 
found, per unit, in the lar¬ 
ger bike formats. 

I guess it’s hard to say 
whether that was the case, 
or if it was simply a case of 
no one wanting to buy the 
smaller bikes back then. 

But there is no 
denying, however, that the 
big brands are more aware 
and concerned than ever 
that their biggest group 
of motorcycles buyers — 
the boomers — are get¬ 
ting older and older and 


will soon fade from the 
scene and that they need a 
new generation of buyers to 
get into motorcycling cul¬ 
ture. 

Insurance and indus¬ 
try forces aside, I think 
people have also generally 
rediscovered the joys of 
smallish motorcycles, after 
years of chasing horse¬ 
power and their high-speed 
capabilities. 

For those that like the 
bigger stuff, have no fear. 
The influx of smaller bikes 
has not diminished the 
number of variety of big, 
powerful bikes, in all their 
guises. 

To each their own, I say, 
even if they are so wrong in 
their big-bike convictions 
that they can no longer be 
saved from them. 

Even by me.

“Eyes on the road, hands on 
the wheel” is a simple ideol¬ 
ogy when it comes to safety 
on the go. It’s an ideology that 
affords drivers plenty of warn¬ 
ing about upcoming hazards, 
and more time to react to 
avoid them. 

It’s especially important in 
wintertime, when icy roads 
and cold tires mean more 
time is needed to stop for or 
steer around a situation. 

If you haven’t been in the 
new car market for a few 
years, you’ll be delighted at 
the availabihty of once-ex- 
pensive features that can help 
keep your attention on the 
road ahead. 


A variety of high-tech, 
fully-automatic and voice- 
commanded systems, 

once reserved for high- 
dollar luxury cars, are now 
available on most models — 
allowing drivers to manipu¬ 
late vehicle systems and func¬ 
tions without breaking their 
attention. Here are a few of 
the most important. 

Rain-sensing wipers 

At any sign of precipitation 
on the vehicle’s windshield, 
rain-sensing wipers kick 
into action, adjusting their 
speed constantly in response 
to the level of precipitation. 
Whether its snow, ice or 
freezing rain, rain-sensing 
wipers leave drivers one less 
thing to think about when 
the weather turns nasty. 

Steering-wheel mounted 
controls 

More cars than ever offer 
steering-wheel mounted 
controls as standard equip¬ 
ment.

both hands on the wheel. 

Automatic Lights 

Simple concept, this one. 
When it gets dark, the head¬ 
lights turn on, on their own. 
Forget accidentally driving 
around with just the running 
lamps, which is dangerous.

Best of all, 
since automatic lights turn 
off when you leave the car, 
you’ll never come back to a 
dead battery in the middle of 
winter, either.

In most 
applications, voice command 
allows drivers to simply 
touch a button and say, for 
instance, “Radio, 92.4 EM”,

Your wiper blades are among 
the most critical safety fea¬ 
tures on your vehicle. If you 
can’t see, you’re not safe, 
and dirt builds up quickly in 
winter weather. 

“Visibility is extremely 
important,” says Graham 
Jeffrey, winter driving ex¬ 
pert for Canadian Tire. “You 
want the wiper that will 
give you the best possible 
performance.” 

The claw structure, one 
of the oldest designs, uses a 
thin blade. A more modern 
design is the beam blade, 
which uses a wider wiper. 

“Instead of pressure 
points like the claw struc¬ 
ture, the beam maintains 
even pressure across the 


blade, which gives it a more 
consistent wipe,” Jeffrey 
says. 

“And with the claw struc¬ 
ture, there are open spaces 
where you can get a lot of 
snow build-up, which limits 
the wiper’s ability to form 
to the windshield and give 
you a solid wipe.” 

At higher speeds, claw 
blades are more suscept¬ 
ible to wind, which can 
lift them off the glass and 
cause chatter. Beam blades 
are more aerodynamic and 
aren’t as affected by this. 

Just as you can put 
winter tires on your car, 
you can also switch to win¬ 
ter wiper blades. Origin¬ 
ally these were claw blades 
with a rubber boot that pre¬ 
vented them clogging with 
snow. 

Today’s winter blades 
use a special rubber com¬ 
pound that stays supple 
at very low temperatures. 
Most will wear quickly in 
hot weather, so it’s best to 
switch to regular blades 
in spring, and store these 
pricier blades until next 
winter.

When cleaning ice off 
your windshield, be care¬ 
ful not to hit your wiper 
blades with the scraper. If 
the blades are stuck to the 
windshield, turn on the de¬ 
frosters to help free them. 
If you just pull on them, 
they may tear. 

And never shut off your 
engine with the wipers on; 
if they freeze to the glass, 
it could damage the wiper 
motor when you restart 
the car.

On HEMI-powered units 
especially, ensure the engine 
runs smoothly from idle to 
redline while accelerating 
lightly, moderately, and at 
full-throttle where traf¬ 
fic conditions permit. Any 
lumpiness or hesitation in 
power delivery could be 
the result of a computer or 
sensor-related issue. 

A full check of the Char¬ 
ger’s on-board electronics 
is advised, ensuring all 
motorized or computer- 
driven features work prop¬ 
erly and as expected. 


Numerous reports of 
issues with the Charger’s 
driveshaft have been posted 
online—so be sure to have 
this component checked by 
a mechanic. Signs of a bad 
driveshaft could include a 
‘vibration’ from beneath 
the car at speed or while 
accelerating. Test-drivers 
are also advised to ‘listen’ 
for any unwelcomed noises 
from the front suspension. 

Finally, ensure the 
gear selector moves freely 
between its positions. 
Charger may be affected by 



a fairly common problem 
with a part inside the 
selector mechanism that 


can prevent it from being 
shifted, particularly out of 
‘PARK’. 


© Charger offered up 3 
engine options. The 
standard 2.7 litre V6 
should be avoided because of 
reliability concerns—leaving 
shoppers to pick between a 
3.5 litre V6 with 250 horse¬ 
power, or a 5.7 litre HEMI V8 
with up to 370. Automatic 
transmissions were fitted 
to all models, and all-wheel 
drive was optional.

Honda won’t be caught out in the cold 


Interview. Honda 
Canada's manager of 
product planning talks 
to Metro about the 
brand’s winter testing

Our cars, vans and crossovers 
don’t hke being forced into 
action on a cold morning any 
more than we do, let alone 
after sleeping outside covered 
in ice and salt. Yet, Canadians 
everywhere will soon begin 


waking up their Hondas and 
Dodges and Fords and Volk- 
swagens at 30 below and set¬ 
ting off with little second 
thought about the cruel chal¬ 
lenges posed by the extreme 
temperatures. 

Simply put, your car is ex¬ 
pected to perform the same 
way, every day of the year— 
cold or not. For a closer look at 
how automakers ensure that’s 
the case, I talked to Hayato 
Mori, Honda Canada’s Man¬ 
ager of Product Plarming. 

JP: How do you make sure a 
car will start without being 
plugged in at temperatures 
that make us cringe? 

HM: For gasoline to be ignited 


by a spark plug, it needs to 
be in vapour form—and not 
much evaporates in the cold. 
Even before start up, the 
car knows air temperature, 
pressure and flow, as well as 
engine temperature, speed 
and location of the engine 
within the cycle. This allows 
the injectors to spray a fine 
fuel mist in ideal amoimts, at 
the perfect time, to maximize 
the hkelihood of combustion. 

And, thankfully, most of 
things that make for an effi¬ 
cient engine, like low fnction, 
precise measurement and 
good fuel control, also make 
for an easier cold start. Some 
credit has to be given to the 
fuel companies, too. All gaso¬ 


line distributors in Canada 
provide a “winter fuel” to help 
the fuel vaporize when cold. 

JP: Does Honda have a min¬ 
imum standard temperature 
at which vehicles must be able 
to start? 

HM: We sell cars in Russia, 
Northern Europe and all over 
Canada. The customer ex¬ 
pectation is the same globally: 
“It has to start”. This is our 
target. 

JP: Can you share any specific 
exercises that vehicles are 
put through in cold weather 
testing? 

HM: Tlie testing after develop¬ 
ment has been completed is 


focused on making sure the 
car works as expected in the 
hands of a Canadian customer. 
How quickly the car warms 
up, defrosts and starts is one 
example. 

JP: Any big challenges in 
winter testing or performance 
forseen in the future? 

HM: As engine size decreases 
and vehicle interiors grow, 
ensuring a car with a small 
engine and a large interior can 
keep the passengers warm in 
extreme cold may require cre¬ 
ative solutions.
